The most recent advices tend to show the 
powers &re disposed to give Great Hritatn 
‘a free hand to obtain reparation for the 
massacre of Christians and the insults to 
British arms. Admiral Noel, the British 
naval commander in Cretan waters, has al- 
ready arranged with the other Admirals for 
the immediate withdrawal of the military 
contingents. The British squadron now ly- 
ing before Candia is powerful enough to 
raze that place in a few hours. 

The Turkish authorities at Candia are 
playing their old game of surrendering a 
number ot nébodies as the ringleadegs of the 
massacrés, while a number of Beys, who 
are knoWn to be the real instigators of the 
trouble, are still at liberty, and are Akely to 
remain go unless considerable further pres- 
sure is brought to bear upon the Turks. 

As it is, the prompt action of the British 
Admiral gave the Sultan a bad fright. He 
sent his FoteiZn Minister to arouse the Am- 
bassadors from their beds at 2 o’clock in 
the morning, in an endeavor to persuade 
them to put a bridle upon Admiral Noel, but 
he.réceived cold comfort from the represent- 
atives of the powers. The British Chargé 
d' Affaires replied to the Turkish representa- 
tions in the strongest terms. He said the 
Mussulmans were “ unprovoked murderers 
ot British sallors,“ and that the British gcv- 
ernment took the most serious view of the 
matter. 

Meanwhile the situation at Candia is crit-. 
ical. 

Thousands of the most notorious Bashi- 
Bazouks have now left the town, and forti- 
fied themselves just inside the military cor- 
don, while outside the cordon a body of 
Christian insurgents is gathered. They are 
like cats watching their prey, eager to spring 
forward if the Bashi-Bazouks attempt to 
leave the town. 

The chances of bloody fightin hinge upon 
the Turkish government's reply to Edhem 
Pasha, the Turkish Governor, who has 
asked for instructions, after having been 
notified by Admiral Noel that the Mussul- 
man population must be disarmed.

dleboro today alive and well.

identified as that of his daughter. 


Charles Bourne, who had been absent from 
home since Grace bade her aunt at Onset 
farewell, two weeks ago on Thursday, ar- 
rived on the same train with the young 


woman. 


Neither of them will say a word, but Mrs. 
Perkins, the mother of Grace, says the boy 


and girl are married. 


Where they have been their friends will 
not tell. They arrived in Middlebero shortly 
before 5 p. m. on a train that came from 
Taunton, Mass. It is said that the marriage 
| was solemnized today or yesterday, and 
that the pair spent the time either at Ware- 
ham or Tremont, about sixteen miles from 


Middleboro.

Grave Already Prepared. 


4 grave had been freshly dug on the little 
hill near the home of Grace Perkins, and to- 
morrow the body of the murdered girl was

At the home of the Perkins the neighbors 
had all day been saying kind words to the 
mother. An undertaker had his hearse in 
readiness to go to the depot at Taunton, 
where the body of Grace was to be brought 


for transfer to Middleboro. 


When the Taunton train rolled into the 
depot all present reepgnized Bourne as he 
descended from the cars. Closely behind 
him came his brother, and then a pale-faced 
young woman, Grace Perkins. The girl ap- 


peared to be nervous. 


Bourne and his brother boarded a closed 
carriage and started for their mother’s 
home. Miss Perkins was driven to her 
home in an opposite direction. She passed 
within a few hundred yards of the grave in 
which it had been intended to bury the body 


of the murdered girl. 


Mrs. Perkins and her children were all at 
nome, and the undertaker’s wagon was 
stopping in front of their cottage. The 
mother was in tears, as were her children, 


who gathered around her. 


A neighbor who had just come from the 
house of mouning was the first to recog- 
nize the girl. The man threw his hat in the 
air and with outstretched arms ran to meet 


her. 


The returning girl did not appear to know 
what to make of the welcome. She tried to 


talk, but seemed unable to find words. 


The meeting between the mother and 
daughter was dramatic.. Neighbors thronged 
the cottage and congratulated Mrs, Perkins, 
laughing and crying hysterically over the 


strange and unexpected homecoming. 


Shortly after the arrival of the daughter 
Mr. Perkins arrived with the body of the 
Bridgeport victim. When he learned of his 
daughter’s return he was prostrated with 
emotion. The mangled body will be shipped 


back to Bridgeport tomorrow, 
Clew from Cincinnati. 


Cincinnati, O., Sept. 17.—[Special. ]}—Chief 
Deitsch received a letter from Coroner Doten 
of Bridgeport last Saturday, and also a 
photograph of the head of the dead giti that 
was found. The Coroner incloses a letter, 
which he asked Chief Dietsch to investigate. 
It was addressed to the Coroner of Bridge- 
port and signed with a name which the 
writer said was assumed. It said in part: 

I think the murdered girl is a young lady that 
I met the first of this month. She was on her way 
to your city. She said that she was from Louis- 
ville, Ky. Her name was Josie, but she would 
not tell me her last name. She had a small piece 
of golf in her front teeth and some in her lower 
jaw tooth, which kept hurting her. Her hair was 
auburn in color and her right thumb was terribly 
scarred, where she said a horse bit her once. She 


was finely dressed and had plenty of money. 


received a postal card from her shortly after she 
arrived in Bridgeport, telling me she arrived all 


right. Her eyes were à pretty blue, 


The Bridgeport authorities place much im- 
portance in the letter, and are anxious to 
get the postal card that the man speaks of. 

A Bridgeport lawyer named Klein has re- 
ceived from Wellsburg, N. T., a letter from.

Long Drought in England. 

The long drought continues in England, but 
is chiefly felt in the east of London, where a 
population of more than a million has had a 
scant supply of water for three weeks. The 
East London company has been dependent 
upon wells and a borrowed supply from the 
New. River company, and has been slow in 
making connection with the Southwark and 
Vauxhall mains and receiving adequate as- 


sistance from other companies. 
The Lea River has virtually run dry, and 


the great working section of the city has 
water only two or three hours out of twenty - 
four. Indignation meetings have been held 
in various parts of the East End, and public 


opinion strongly condemns the inaction and 
incompetence of the company. 
This water famine will probably have at 


| 


least one good effect. It will hasten decisive’ 


action fer the municipal purchase of private 
companies and systematic arrangements for 
obtaining a water supply from Wales. 

The Balfour commission not long ago re- 
ported that the present sources of supply 


would meet the needs of the increasing popu- 


lation for forty years. A new commission 


was appointed to consider the financial as- 


pects of’ the proposed scheme of purchase, 
but when it began work it became convinced 
that the question of the future supply could 
not be neglected. This commission has taken 


a great mass of testimony, and its members 
are evidently impressed with the gravity of 


the situation.. | 
Prominent engineers are convinced that 
the commission will report in favor of the 


purchase of the private companies and 


bringing a water supply from Wales. The 


main difficulty in the way of the purchase ä

map. 
; Difficulty of Breathing. 

At 23,000 feet I threw out more ballast. 
We rose to 25,000 feet, when the atmosphere 
began to tell on us. We both felt half dead. 
We had the utmost difficulty in breathing. 
Professor Bersen was livid and gasping. 
We had a large cylinder of compressed 
oxygen gas strapped to the side of the car 
with two tubes, each terminating in à face 
mask. We took the mask and breathed 
pure oxygen. We were instantly restored. 
It was a delightful experience, this sudden 


relief from deathly oppression. The balloon 


remained stationary at 25,000 feet. Ballast 
was thrown out until we reached the enor- 
mous altitude of 27,500 feet. At that height. 
enough had been accomplished, so we de- 
scended slowly and steadily to 25,000 feet. 
Then the speed increased. The balloon be- 
gan to rush through the air with frightful 
velocity, dropping 1,000 feet in fifteen sec- 
onds. I had thrown out ballast fast to 
stop it, and when we had fallen 10,000 feet 
at this rate our “downward course was 
checked by a current of warm air, which 
caused the balloon almost to take the form 
of a parachute, thus checking its descent. 
The sand we had thrown out now overtook 
us again, rattling on the balloon in a most 
startling and unexpected manner. 
Change from Heat to Cold. 

“The alterations of temperature we un- 
derwent were extraordinary. We started in 
a blazing sun with the thermometer 90 in the 
shade, and at 27,500 feet we registered 61 
degrees frost. In spite of our thick flannels 
in the unclouded sunshine, while people five 
miles below were sweltering in tropical heat, 
we were shivering violently... Our metal oxy- 
gen tubes were thickly coated withice. We 
eventually reached ground in safety, hav- 
ing been up ninety minutes.”

Des Moines, Ia., Sept. 17.—[{Special.]—Will 
the Rev. Dr. Thomas E. Green go to the 
Waehington convention?

‘ConFRoNTED BY BIG. TASK. 


Mr. J Justice David J. Brewer of the United 
States Supreme Court was registered at the 
Auditorium yesterday. He came here from 
Vermont, where he his summer va- 
cation, for the purpose of meeting his daugh- 
ter, who has been spending the summer in 
Denver. On her arrival the two will go to 
Washington, where the Justice will take up 
his Supreme Court work, ‘ 

When asked regarding the report from 
Washington that members of the Supreme 
Court are of the ‘opinion the Peace com- 
mission will fail to reach any agreement, 
and that this was why Justice White re- 
fused to serve on the commission, he said: 

“It is some time since I have been in 
Washington, but I am not disposed to believe 
that any considerable number of the Jus- 
tices are of the opinion the Peace commis- 
sion will fall of accomplishing its purpose. 
I think there is no impropriety in my saying 
that I know this was not the reason which 
caused Justice White to decline to serve 
on the cothmission. The real reason was 
that he did not feel that he could absent him- 
self 
required for serving on the commission. He 
is of the opinion it — take much longer 
=e than is generally counted u but I 

uite sure that he does not to see it 
t in failure. 

ree For my own part, 1 feel reasonably cer- 
tain it will not fail. If failure does result it 
must come from Spain’s refusal to accede 
to the demands of s country, and I do 
not look to see Spain go to the extremity of 
renewing hostilities with us unless our de- 
mands are much more sweeping than they 
now promise to be. Spain has no navy, and, 
in fact, no resources of any kind by means 
of which effective war against this country 
— be waged. The only reason that could 

be éxpected to induce her to even consider 
reopening the war against us, beside the 
reason I have given, would be the forma- 
tion of an allianée with one or more of the 


strong European pow but there 
many reasons why wil never 
Attitude of Germany. 


„ think there can be no doubt, however, 
that Germany has been and still is exceding- 
ly anxious to acquire a foothold in the Phil- 
pipes, and I believe at one time she seri- 
ously contemplated aggressive action in that 
direction. This is the only theory by which 
I can reconcile the presence of her many 
war vessels at Manila, and the peculiar 
tactics employed by the German commander. 
They certainly were not needed to protect 
Germany’s commercial interests, and I 
Grmly believe but for Dewey’s impressive 
victory and su uent firm attitude the 
German flag would flying over some part 
of the Phikppines. 

I have not changed my mind any with 
regard to what I consider the unwisdom of 
this country acquiring colonial possessions, 
such as the Philippines, but nevertheless I 
am strongly opposed to any policy looking 
to an abandonment of them before it has 
become reasonably certain that stable gov- 
efmmental conditions are to obtain. there. 
Certain responsibilities and obligations have 
come to us as the result of the war, and 
whatever differences of opinion there maf be 
regarding the wisdom of engaging in it in 
the first place, there should be none as to the 
necessity of our fully and completely meet- 
ing these obligations. 

No matter if it takes ten years, or even 
fifty years, and requires the présence of an 
army of 50,000 and the expenditure of mill- 
fons of dollars, as should not be diverted 
from our purpose of giving the Philippines 
and Cuba as well a stable, orderly govern- 
ment before we leave them to their own re- 
sources. If we shrink from this task, how- 
ever unpleasant it may be, we will in the 
eyes of the world stand in the light of lack- 
ing the courage to face the consequences of 
our own deliberate acts, something this 
country cafi never afford to do. 

There can be no doubt that the problem 
which is now in the Philippines ia 
a grave and difficult one, but I have faith in 
the wisdom of President McKinley . to suc-

THREATENED FIGHT 
OF GAS COMPANIES . 
MAY END IN PEACE. 
Compromise. Between the Indiana 
National Company and the Chi- 


cago Corporation Seems Likely 
Wann in a Few Days. 


The trouble between the Indiana Natural 
Gas company and the People’s Gaslight 
and Coke company, which has threatened 
to cause a gas war, to the advantage of Chi- 
cago consumers, is about to be settled. Pa- 
pers were sent te New York on Friday 
which, when certain signatures are at- 
tached, will end the difficulties. The nature 
of the agreement is not yet known, but it is 
supposed that E. C. Benedict gets definite 
pledges for his company, that the use of nat- 
ural gas for fuel will not be oposed by the 
gas trust of this city. In return Mr. Bene- 
dict will withdraw his threat to enter into 
competition with the gas trust, 44 use of 
the Ogden or any new company that might 
be created. 

Gas stock was a favorite in Wall street 
last week, on the tip that a settlement 
was in sight. The price yesterday was 105. 
The Chicago attorneys for the trust admit 
there is to be peace. 

The gas row has been given sensational 
aspects iby the threats of E. C. Benedict, the 
friend of Grover Cleveland, and wealthy 
New York financiers, te bring the trust to 


time, if it took millions of dollars to do it. 


Pronunciamentos to this effect have re- 
peatedly appeared, to the discomfiture of 
‘those not on the short side of gas stock. 
The difficulty originated in charges that 
since the Economic company was absorbed 
by the trust, a year ago, officers of the trust 
have acted in vielation of their contract to 
encourage the use of natural gas, - their 
motive for not doing se being that natural 
gas sells for one-half the price of manu- 
factured gas. At a meeting two months 
ago of the Indiana Natural Gas company 
directors the annual dividend had to be 
passed. The anger of Mr. Benedict, its 
largest stockholder; was thereupon aroused, 
and he immediately started to right the al- 
Jeged wrongs of his company.

Jacksonville, Fia., Sept. 17.—[Special.]— 
It developed today at the court-martial of 
Major Bennett of the Fourth Illinois Regi- 
ment that the telegram sent by the Lieu- 
tenant Colonel and Majors of the regiment 


of which the men were subsequently arrest- 
ed, was so sent at the suggestion and by 
the advice of General Lee himself. 

This statement was testified to By Major 
Bennett, who went on the stand in his own 
defense at the beginning of the morning 
session. Major Bennett's statement claimed 
that at the time of the sending of the tele- 
gram he believed its contents to be true. 
This was based on the meeting of the offi- 
cers held at the mess tent of the First Bat- 
talion, when each officer present gave the 
sentiment of his company. 

With another offictr he afterwards called 

on General Barkley, commanding the bri- 
gade of which the Fourth Illinois is a part, 
and General Barkley sent his adjutamt to 
gain an audience with General Lee. They 
expressed to him the opinion that 90 per 
cent of the men wished to go to Cuba. Gen- 
eral Lee said in reply that the Governors 
of the different States would have much to 
do with disposing of the regiments, and sug- 
gested that they wire Governor Tanner and 
other influential friends of the regiment, 
which was done. 
Major Lang, niso one of the accused, gave 
corroborative testimony, as did Major El- 
liott, who was arrested, but afterward re- 
leased, and now is in command of the regi- 
ment. Captain Barricklow of Company A 
testified that General Barkley had stated 
that the meeting was held under orders

RULES’ AGAINST GUNNING. 
‘JUDGE BRENTANO DENIES THE EX- 
A TRIAL, 

€ — 
Overrides: the Arguments of the De- 
tense and Sentences the Former 
Seuth Town Official to Pay a Fine of 
$2,000—Case Will Go to the Supreme 
ae Court—Magistrate’s View of Attor- 


Judge’ Brentano refused a new trial to 
Richard C. Gunning yesterday, and fined the 
former South Town Assessor $2,000. The 
conviction was for palpable omission of 


Supreme Court. Attorney Edward Morris 
based his arguments for a rehearing of the 
case on the assumption that Attorney A. 8. 
Trude made remarks prejudicial to the de- 
fendant when he referred to the fact that 
Gunning had not testified in his own behalt; 
that the testimony of Charles Fellowes, 
t of the Reliance Building, from whom 

Gunning was alleged to have solicited a 
bribé, should not have been permitted; that 
Gunning was not bound by the law to preju- 
dice himself: by producing his book as his 
term of office had exp his assess- 
ments were completed. 

Judge Bréntano answered all these con- 
tentions in his review of the case.. He said: 

In this case the proofs, all considered, 
were of stich a convineing character it is 
difficult to see how this [the remarks of At- 
torney True could have prejudiced the 
defendant... There was abundant evidence to 
warrant the jury in finding the defendant 
guilty of the charges of palpable omission of 
duty in failing to have completed the assess- 
ments as directed by law and affording op- 
portunity to the taxpayers to have their 
complaints heard. 


His Acts Require Punishment. 

The Legislature has provided all reason- 
able and necessary safeguards to secure fair 
and equal assessments, and it was never in- 
tended to clothe town officers with power 
which would enable them to make an agency 
of oppression of this law. 

In a republic arbitrary stretches of pow- 
er, even when demanded by necessity, should 
not be allowed to pass without a protest. 
The acts of the defendant make it necessary, 
in my opinion, to visit such punishment as 
will make it understood that the willful and 
arbitrary refusal to perform a sworn public 
duty by a public official cannot be indulged 
with impunity.“ 

Judge Brentano's decision gave a careful 
review of the facts and the law of the case. 
He stated: 
* particular gra gra vamen of the charge 
nst the defendant is that he isa member 
ort the Town Board of Review, whose duty it 
is to meet and review assessments when 
complaints ‘are filed, and that he willfully 
and arbitrarily refused to hear complaints 
and caused the said Board of Review to ad- 
journ sine die without having taken cog- 
nizance of the complaints of tax-payers; that 
such action on his part was in effect an anni- 
hilation of the Town Board of Review, and 
its destruction deprived the clamoring petit- 
tioners of their right to build an appeal to 
the County board. 


Rules on Fellowes’ Testimony. 
After: disposing of the arguments in favor 


journ the Board of Review, if he chose, 
Judge Brentano took up the alleged error 
of admitting the evidence of Charles Fel- 
lowes of the Alliance Building, tending to 
prove Gunning had solicited a bribe. He 
bases his ruling here on a decision of the 
Supreme Court, which holds that the rule 
against proof of a distinct substantive of- 
fense being admitted in support of another 
offense, does not apply if it appears that 
the evidence of another offense tends in. 
some way to prove the accused guilty of 
the crime for which he is on trial. It does 
not apply where there appears to have been 
a connection between the two acts in the 
min the actor, linking, them together for 
some purpose he intended to accomplish, or 
where there is such a logical connection be- 
tween the two that the one tends to estab- 
lish the other. Such testimony is also ad- 
missible to show motive.“ 

Attorney Edward Morris, lawyer for the 
former Assessor, gave notice that the case 
would be carried to the Supreme Court. The

GROWTH OF THE EXPANSION. IDEA. 

Now that the President hap instructed, dr 
at least authorized, the Peace Commission- } 
ers to stand fast for the retention of all 
the conquered Spanish territory it is inter- 
esting, not to say astonishing, to look back 
a few months and trace the rapid, but in- 
evitable growth of this expansion idea 
among the people and in the President's 
mind. 

Eight months ago we had no idea of mak · 
ing war on Spain. Six months ago the peo- 
ple were clamoring for war, the President 
was opposing it, and nobody had any idea 
of adding a square mile of territory to the 
union. Four months ago the thrill of Dew- 
ey’s victory had created the idea of nation- 
al expansion all over the country, but the 
administration had scarcely begun to think 
of it. Two months ago the Président had 
begun to catch the thought of the people 


and had determined on the annexation of 


Porto Rico, but he still believed in giving 
up the Philippines. Today the logic of the 
situation and the will of the people have 
brought the President and the outside world 
alike to the conclusion that all the Spanish 
colonies must come under American con- 
trol and that the United States must hence-- 
forth be a world nation and not a hermit 
nation. 

The war idea awoke rand at the 
sound ot the infamous explosion by which 
Spanish treachery sent the Maine and 260 
of its seamen to the bottom of Haran har- 
bor Feb. 15. The expansion idea was born 
an infant, yet a sturdy and growing one, on 
the morning of May 1, when Dewey and 
his gallant fleet stinshed the Spanish navy 
in Manila harbor and planted the American 
flag on Philippine soil at Cavite. Between 


those two events the only thought of the 


American people was to put a stop to the 
hideous cruelty under which the Ouban in- 
surgents were living and the Cuban recon- 


centrados dying, and incidentally to avenge 


the erime of the Maine. The Spaniards 
were to be driven out of Cuba and the 
Cubans eet free at the cost of a war on our 
part. Where the war would end no man 


knew or cared, but there was no thought of 


territorial aggrandizement in the patriotic 
enthusiasm that sent the soldiers of the 
nation to the front at the President's call 
last April. The idea of expansion came 
later as the result of the irresistible logic 
of events, but when it did come it came 
with a rush and a sweep like some resist- 
less flood, carrying the nation on to a wider 
ind manifest destiny.

Then it was seen that to 

unish Spain would lead straight to a war. 
t the dimensions of the war would be 
no man could foretell in March last. Think- 


ing men began to see, however, that we 
would have to invade Cuba, drive the Span-

The American people did 
not hesitate at the task. We must stop the 
civil war in Ouba at any cost, help the in- 
surgents, and saye Weyler’s victims from 
starvation and death. What was to be 
done with Guba afterward?

While the nation was pon- 
dering over these things there came the 
startling news of Dewey’s brilliant victory 
at Manila, We had sh territory on 
our hands in the Orient, and the people be- 
pand. 

But e we bent on thinking we also 
kept on fighting. The blockade of Cuba 
went on apace, and then came the invasion 
of the island by the army. The destruction 
of Cervera’s fleet at Santiago proved anew | 
that Spain was as weak as it was vicious 


again, even if we gave them back. The 
Philippines were in our hands and the peo- 
ple kept on thinking. Santiago fell and 
Toral surrendered with his 25,000 wretched 
Spanish soldiers, Porto Rico dropped—nay, 
rushed—into our arms. Spain sued for 


} peace, showed an inclination to aecept our 


own terms as conquerors, and formally sur- 
rendered all right and title in Ouba and Por- 


to Rico, while the Philippines still practical 
ly remained in our hands to do th as we 
found best. 


Meantime an active discussion was 
on all over the country as to What should 
be done with these conquests, and by the | 
time the war closed the idea had gathered 
strength that we should keep them all. 
Widespread and earnest discussion still con- 
tinued among Americans everywhere, and 
each day the polity of territorial expansion 


objectors grew less aggressive, It was seen 
that the past policy of this government ever 
since the revolution had been to gain ter- 
ritory, and it became plain that we had as 
much right to go abroad to the Asiatic 
islands to expand our domain as we had 
had in previous generations to take Russian, 
Spanish, or French territory on the Amer- | 
ican continent by war or purchase. Even 
the mugwumps could not claim that any 
constitutional limitations stood in the way. 
The effeet on our institutions, on our for- 
eign commerce, and on the cause of liberty 
everywhere was seen to be full of promised 
benefits. The nations of Europe besought |. 
ns to hold the Philippines, and the law 
abiding elements in every Spanith Colony 
called upon us to protect and govern them | 
and to fulfill the solemn obligetions which 
we had incurred. 

Those months of intelligent discussion 
wrought a revolution in the American peo- 
ple themselves. Millfons who at the out- 


break of the war would have denounced the 
idea of h annexing a foot of Span- 
ish territory came out of that of 


education with the fixed belief that we could 
not wisely or honorably do less than hold 
every foot of Spanish territory we had con- 
guered. The great, expansive, inspiring 
idea of becoming a world nation had proved 
irresistible. The logic of events had com- 

pelled us to move on and ont into the wider 
sphere of the powers that rule the earth. 
The President, while holding a conserva- 
tive attitude befitting his great responsi- 
bilities, yet kept his ear close to the people 
and his finger on the public pulse. At last 
he hase evidently decided to act in aceord- 

ance with the people's will, knowing that a 
great thinking mation that has never gone 
wrong on any great issue could not be mis- 
taken now.

AMERICAN CAPITAL IN CHINA. 

While the struggle has been going on be- 
twee Russia and Great Britain for prece- 
dence in the political and business affairs 
of the Chinese Empire, it is a curious fact 
that there has been an unprecedented ac- 
tivity among capitalists seeking opportunity 
to develop the resources of the empire. The 
result has been the granting of a larger num- 
ber of important concessions for the con- 
struction of railways and the development | 
of mines than ever before in history, One 
ot the most important of these was granted 
to. an English syndicate a few weeks ago 
| for the construction of railroads and the 
opening of mines in the rich Province of 
Shansi, lying west of Peking. The condi- 


in view of the fact that operations are to be 
carried on independent of Chinese control 
except as to a royalty to be paid to the gov- 
ernment—the property to be turned over to 
the government at the ao of sixty 
years. 

American readers, will most 
deeply interested in the terms of a con- 
cession granted to an American company 
known as the China Developing. company, 
headed by ex-Senator Calvin S. Brice of 
New York—for the construction of a railway 
from Canton nearly due north to Hankow, 
in the heart of the Yang-tse-Kiang Valley, 
This lime, starting from the principal port 
of southern Ohina, traverses several of the 
most wealthy and populous provinces of the 


Hankow, the northern terminus, on. the 


open port of great importance, commanding 
an immense trade. It is really one of a group 
of three cities, lying adjacent to each other 
and together possessing a large population. 
At Hankow the road will connect with the 
road being constructed by Belgian cap- 
italists to Peking, where connection will be 
had with the Siberian railroad from Russia. 
So it will be seen that it is part of a great 
trunk line extending through the whole em- 
pire from north to south. 

The concession for the Canton-Hankow 
line was officially signed by the.Chinese 
Minister at Washington a few days a 
The telegram ‘announcing the event states | 
that there is a strong desire on the part of 
the Chinese government to give to Amer- 
jeans the control of all concessions for rali- 
road building throughout the empire. This 
is due to the fact that entire confidence ls 
felt the United States will not avail itself 
of Any advantage thus obtained to seize the 
territory that may be dev@loped.

In May, 1849, after traveling about in dis- 
guise, Bakunin appeared again in Dresden 
during the uprising’ there.

In May of the same year Emperor William 
was the target for Dr. Nobiling,who fired two 
shots at the imperial carriage as it drove 
by, severely wounding the Emperor.

LTHOUGH a little over a fortnight 
has elapsed since the sensational 
issue of the Czar’s manifesto in favor 
of a general disarmament and sug- 
. gesting the organization of an inter- 
national conference for the purpose of devis- 


ing means to give practical execution to this 
praiseworthy project, yet it may already be.

Indeed, even at St. Petersburg the minis- 


terial and semi-official organs of the press 


are intimating that the manifesto was 


meant as.a purely academic utterance on the 
part of the Emperor, who, it is asserted, 
never contemplated any immediate convoca- 


tion of a conference, but who would be per- 


fectly satisfied if the wishes to which he has 
given expression were to ripen and bear fruit 
when circumstances were more favorable. 


The most significant point in connection 


with the issue of this manifesto is the fact 
that it shows that Nicholas has a will of 
his own, has overriden his ministerial ad- 
visers, and has for the first time since his 
accession to the throne played the part of 
the autocrat. A considerable time ago—in- 
deed, so far back as on the occasion of his 
visit to Balmoral and to Paris with the 
Czarina—he expressed his opinion to both 
British and French statesmen that some- 
thing ought to be done to restrict the evils 
of armed peace. In the French capital his 
views on the subject were received with 


courteous deference but without enthusi- 
asm, being regarded as a mere passing and 


Utopian fantasy due to the generous and 
somewhat visionary character of a youthful 
and inexperienced ruler. But at Balmoral 
his ideas about the matter met with un- 
stinted approval not only on the 
part of Queen Victoria, whose aver- 
sion to war amounts to a positive mania, but 
also by the Prime Minister, Lord Salisbury,

At Lord Salisbury’s instance seven years 
ago a confidential state paper on the qués- 
tion was prepared, in which the actual cost 
of militarism in Europe was set forth in de- 
tail. It was shown, for example, that dur- 
ing the six years ending in 1888 no less than 
$5,000,000,000 had been spent by France, Ger- 
many, Austro-Hungary, Great Britain, Rus- 
sia, Spain, and Italy for military and naval 
purposes alone The memorandum, embrac- 
ing this and other not less striking facts, 
was origigally prepared for the exclusive 


use of; the Britieh Cabinet. But Lord Salis- 


bury<commauiieated it to the Emperor of 
Germany, Who was so impressed by it that 
he privately intimated his intention of sum- 
moning a European congress to consider 
practical measures for assuring universal 
peace.” 

As a mary, the semi-official Ger- 
man press was instructed to ventilate the 
question, and it will be remembered that 
the summer of 1891 was largely occupied 
with this press campaign. The scheme met 
with an unfavorable reception in France, 
where, as now, it. was urged that the ques- 
tion of Alsace-Lorraine stood in the way of 
any ideas of disarmament. Thereupon the 
German Emperor abandoned it.

Emperor Nicholas and the Kaiser are by 
no means the only sovereigns who have thus 
been compelled to abandon the most praise- 
worthy and meritorious of aims that can 
possibly germinate in the brain of a monarch 
intrusted with the welfare and the des- 
tinies of millions of his fellow-creatures. 
The Russian manifesto, after all, shares the 
fate of a similar project on the part of Na- 
poleon III., contained in a letter which, 
bearing the date of Nov. 4, 1863, he ad- 
dressed to the various sovereigns of Europe. 
He proposed that the.latter should assem- 
ble in congress at Paris to deliberate * on 
the affairs on a perturbed continent,’’ sub- 
mitting that it was the duty of the rulers of 
Europe “ not to delay taking a decision until 
sudden and irresistible events disturb our 
judgment and draw us zn spite of ourselves 
in opposite directions.“ ese 

The responses which Napoleon received on 
that occasion, every one of them, 
the most cordial and enthusiastic sympathy 
with the views contained in his letter, but 
at the same time embodied such an awk- 
ward series of questions that the imprac- 
ticability of the scheme was at once demon- 
strated and the project was allowed to drop. 
One of the most trite questions was that 
asked by Lord John Russell, at that time 
Premier of Great Britain. How, he inquired, 
were the decisions of a majority of the mem- 


enforced against an adverse minority? 
Would the enforcement be vi et armis? 
When the sovereigns and plenipotentiaries 
of Austria, France, Prussia, Russia, and 
Great Britain met in conference at Verona 
in 1823 the first four of these powers carried 
into effect their resolution with regard to 
the affairs of Spain by means of armed force. 
Is this example,“ asked Lord John, to be 
followed at the present congress in case of 
disagreement?” And the London Times 
may be said to have driven the nail into the 
coffin of the Napoleonic project by describ- 
ing it as the impracticable Utopia born of 
dreamy generosity.”’ 


Good Reasons for Peace. 


Today, however, the circumstances are dis- 


tinctly more favorable for the execution ot. a 
Project of disarmament than in 1863. Then 


neither Prussia nor Italy had fulfilled the 


dreams of national ambition. There was 
neither a united Germany nor a united Italy. 


Now, however, both the one and the other 


have achieved their aims, and all that they

The same may 
be said of Austria, Russia, and Great

France is today, 
next to Russia, the strongest military power, 
from a numerical point of view, in the world, 
and as long as she not only refuses to take 
part in any scheme for universal disarma- 
ment, but openly declares’ through the 
mouths of her chief politicians and most re- 
sponsible statesmen that she has been arm- 
ing for twenty-seven years with the single 
idea that a day will come when she could ob- 
tain by war her lost provinces of Alsace and 
Lorraine from Germany, it is useless to ex- 
pect either the Kaiser or his allies at Vienna 
and .at Rome to regard as practicable the 
Czar’s scheme for disarmament. 

France does not hesitate to declare that she 
is unalterably opposed to the Czar’s project 
unless some compromise can be arrived at 
which would restore to her Alsace and Lor- 
raine, and that to expect her to disarm 
without some sort of rearrangement of this

her to have spent twenty-seven years in 
vain preparation.

France Disclaims Responsibility . 


The French assert that the responsibility

dow them with independence and constitute 
them a sort of neutral and independent 
State, such as Belgium or Luxemburg, 
which would act as a species of buffer be- 
tween France and Germany.
